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Foreword 

THE first issue of "Bank and Public Holidays" was 
so favorably received by the business community 

throughout the world that a similar volume, covering the 
year 19 19, has been compiled. No effort has been spared 
to make it even more accurate than its predecessor, which 
has already come to be recognized as an authority on this 
subject. One important improvement has been made 
over the earlier volume — the holidays for the States of 
the American Union and of the Commonwealth of Aus- 
tralia are now shown separately (each in its alphabetical 
order) instead of being grouped under "Australia" and 
"The United States." 



One of the most far reaching consequences of the great 
war has been the creation of several new nations, with 
the probability that still others will come into existence 
as a result of the peace negotiations. These changes will 
necessitate many alterations in this compilation of na- 
tional holidays when the names, boundaries and forms of 
government of the new nationalities have been determined. 
For the present edition, however, the compilers have left 
the list of nations as it stood upon the signing of the 
armistices that ended actual hostilities. 

The war has also introduced several elements of un- 
certainty into the question whether or not certain holidays 
will be observed during the year 1919. Some of the royal 
personages whose birthdays were formerly celebrated in 
certain parts of the world are no longer in the positions 
that entitled them to this distinction, and there is more 
than a little likelihood that other royal birthdays may 
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cease to have any public interest before very long. During 
the year 191 8 enthusiasm for the aims and purposes of 
the Allies caused many of the Latin American republics to 
celebrate the Fourth of July as a national holiday out of 
compliment to the United States, the Fourteenth of July 
in honor of France, or the Twenty-first of July as an act 
of homage to Belgium. For the most part these decrees 
referred to the year 1918 only and did not make the date 
selected a permanent holiday. It is most probable that 
November 11 will in the future be observed as "Victory 
Day" in all of the Allied countries and in the United 
States, bills to that effect having already been introduced 
in many State legislatures and in Congress. Similar ac- 
tion is also reported from Uruguay. 

For several years there has been a steadily increasing 
tendency to suppress all minor holidays, such as purely 
religious festivals, and confine the legal observation of holi- 
days to dates of national importance. This has resulted in 
reducing materially the number of days officially recog- 
nized by Governments and strictly observed by banks and 
business houses. In this book the holidays most generally 
observed are shown in chronological order, while certain 
other dates of religious or local interest are frequently given 
in the foot-notes at the end of the list for each country. 
These notes have been considerably amplified and will be 
found to contain much interesting information. 

In the following pages holidays are arranged in two 
lists. The first is in calendar form, with the states 
or countries in which each date is observed as a 
holiday indicated. The second, which is arranged in 
alphabetical order for convenient reference, comprises all 
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the holidays observed in each state or country, and the 
nature of the occasion — whether a church festival, a 
popular holiday, or a day commemorating some historical 
hero or event. 

In compiling these lists the best available authorities 
have been consulted and acknowledgment is due to the 
kindness of readers of the earlier volume in many parts of 
the world in pointing out errors or suggesting improve- 
ments. Similar assistance with respect to the present 
edition will be welcomed. The book has been prepared as 
a help to bankers, merchants and manufacturers engaged 
in international trade, but no responsibility is assumed as 
to the correctness of any date. The cordial reception 
accorded to the 191 8 edition encourages us to hope that 
this one will prove no less welcome.

Showing the States and Countries where 
Holidays are observed on each Date 

In the alphabetical portion of the book each holiday is given the date that 
properly belongs to it. whether Sunday or not. In the following chronological 
section the name of the country is placed under the date on which it will be ob> 
served. Thus in the State of Alabama the birthday of Robert E. Lee is observed 
as a holiday. This falls on January 19. which is Sunday in 1919. and under the 
laws of the State the following day will be observed as a holiday. In the alphabet- 
ical section, therefore, under Alabama, the date is given correctly as January 19 
— with a foot-note explaining that the next day will be the one observed. In the 
chronological section Alabama appears under January 20 — the day of the holiday 
and not under January 19. Columbus Day (October 12) and the Birthday of 
Edward VII (November 9) likewise occur on Sunday, while Empire Day (May 24) 
falls on Saturday and will be observed the following Monday in many parts of 
the British Empire. These and similar points are fully covered by the notes after 
the list of holidays for each State or country in the alphabetical section. In the 
case of religious or minor holidays occurring on Sunday no other date is given, 
since no further celebration of the event is probable. 

Sunday is & legal holiday in every State in the United States and in all Ameri* 
can territories and colonial possessions. It is also observed in most countries and 
colonies throughout the world. The general rule is not, therefore, repeated under 
each state or country, but exceptions to it are noted in the foot-notes wherever 
they occur. 

An asterisk (*) indicates that the holiday is of limited observance, and also 
calls attention to the foot-note under the list of holidays in the country desingated.

There are no national legal holidays in the United 
States, each State determining by act of its legislature what 
days shall be legal holidays within its borders. The 
President's proclamation makes Thanksgiving Day a 
legal holiday only in the District of Columbia, although 
most States provide by law that any date appointed by 
the President as a day of fasting and prayer, or of thanks- 
giving, shall be a legal holiday in such States. The 
Governor of each State, is usually given power to desig- 
nate certain days as holidays by proclamation. Election 
Day is expressly stated to be a legal holiday in the statutes 
of many States, but is not a holiday in others. 

By Act of Congress the election days for representa- 
tives to Congress and for Presidential electors are uniform 
throughout the country, the Tuesday after the first Mon- 
day in November being designated by law. The only 
exception is the State of Maine which holds its Con- 
gressional Elections in September. Elections for State 
officials however, are occasionally held on other days. 
Throughout this book these exceptions are noted and 
where no date is stated, the Tuesday after the first Mon- 
day in November can be understood. The laws of the 
various states differ as to whether Election Day is a legal

holiday or not, but in the majority of cases it is expressly 
designated as a holiday in the year in which a general 
election is held.

In this book the holidays for each State and Territory 

in the Union, and for each American possession overseas, 

will be found in its respective alphabetical order. 

Under the Negotiable Instruments Law now adopted 

by every State in the Union except Georgia and Texas 

every negotiable instrument is payable at the time fixed 

therein without grace.
